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Clearing, the Way for Great Lakes Shipping 


By US Senator Carl Levin 

The Great Lakes have a problem. 
Freighters are getting stuck in Great 
Lakes shipping channels, and they need 
tugboats to turn them around. Many 
boats can’t reach their docking sites, 
other ships.are carrying reduced loads, 
and some shipments have simply 
ceased altogether. 

For example, one freighter ran 
aground in the Saginaw River last year 
and its rudder was torn off and never 
found. And shipping at the Wirt Stone 
Dock in Buena Vista Township has 
dropped by a whopping 25 percent. 

What's behind this problem, which 
is hurting Michigan’s economy? There 
is an enormous backlog in dredging the 
lakes. Dredging is the process of re- 
moving sediment that builds up in ship- 
ping channels and prevents ships from 
getting through. It is a routine and nec- 
essary practice but requires constant 
vigilance. 

Inrecent years, Great Lakes dredg- 
ing has not been adequately funded, 
and according to the Army Corps of 
Engineers, there is currently a backlog 
of 16 million cubic yards that needs to 
be dredged. 

This dredging backlog has been 
made much worse by historically low 
water levels in the Great Lakes. Lake 
Superior, for example, has dropped to 
its lowest level in 81 years. 

This situation is simply not sustain- 
able. Every year, hundreds of millions of 
tons of goods are transported through 
the Great Lakes waterways. Freighters 
carry steel for our automobiles, lime- 
stone for the construction industry, and 
coal to provide electricity for homes and 
manufacturing plants, among many 
other products and resources needed 
nationwide. 

Recently, the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers reported thatthe Great Lakes 
system needs about $200 million for 
dredging each year. Butthe GreatLakes 
are being shortchanged by about half 
that amount every year. 

Partofthe problemis thatthe Corps’ 
budget nationwide has not been suffi- 
ciently funded, but the shortfall for the 
Great Lakes is also due to how that 
money is prioritized. In recent years, the 
Army Corps has prioritized dredging 
projects based primarily on the amount 
of tonnage a harbor processes, short- 


changing ports that handle less than. 


one million tons of cargo per year. 
That is simply unfair. Almost half of 
the commercial harbors in the Great 
Lakes handle less than one million tons 
of cargo each year, and two-thirds of all 


shipping inthe United States eitherstarts 
or finishes at small harbors like these. 
Many of the communities surrounding 
smaller ports depend on shipping activ- 
ity much more than at larger ports. 

Manistee Harbor on Lake Michi- 
gan, forexample, is classified as a small 
harbor because ithandles “only” 940,000 
tons of cargo. Yet multiple companies 
rely on this harbor, including Morton 
Salt, and fully 10 percent of the local 
population is economically dependent 
on the port. 

~ Pmworking onanumber of fronts to 
secure the resources for the dredging 
we need. | am working closely with the 
Senate Appropriations Committee to 
obtain the necessary funding. The ap- 
propriations bill passed by the Commit- 
tee in June includes $53 million for 
operation and maintenance of Great 
Lakes shipping channels, including 
dredging. That's $15.6 million morethan 
last year and $13.5 million more than 
the President requested. As the bill con- 
tinues to make its way through Con- 
gress, | will continue to fight hard for this 
funding. 

Working with my colleagues, | also 
added a provision to the Water Re- 
sources Development Act that would 
directthe Secretary of the Army to expe- 
dite the maintenance and dredging of 
important navigational channels within 
the Great Lakes. That bill has been 
passed by the Senate and is very close 
to becoming law. | have also personally 
urged the Army Corps of Engineers to 
dredge Great Lakes harbors and 
channels. | 

It will be slow and difficult work to 
get the Great Lakes navigation infra- 
structure rehabilitated, but itneeds tobe 
done. Right now, the biggest ships are 
each leaving more than 8,000 tons of 
cargo behind onthe docks so they won't 
get stuck in shipping channels that 
haven't been dredged. Eight thousand 
tons is enough coal to provide three 
hours of electricity in Detroit or enough 
steel for 6,000 cars. With Michigan’s 
economy already suffering fromthe loss 
of manufacturing jobs, we can’tafford to 
lose the economic activity from ship- 
ping onthe Great Lakes. Adequate fund- 
ing for dredging and more equitable 
treatment of smaller ports can make the 
difference.

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"Scrapbook Letter" Reflects Today's Trends in Décor, Fashion 


By Michelle Major 

| was inspired to create this "scrap- 
book letter" when | received my new 
IKEA catalog with my Sunday paper. 
Many of its pages are filled with black- 
and-white rooms and home furnishings. 
Black-and-white home décor, crafting, 
and clothing are very popular this year, 
so | couldn’t resist getting in on all the 
fun. Have you ever noticed that a lot of 
decorating and crafting trends start with 
our fashion industry? 

This project should take you less 
than an hour to finish. Your scrapbook 
letter can be as simple or embellished 
as you would like it to be. There’s no 
right or wrong with this project; other 
thansome simple, fundamental steps to 


follow, the rest is only limited to your 


imagination. 
Okay, here we go. ... 

Gather Your Supplies: 

e one 9" wood letter (most are pre- 
painted white) 

°e onesheet8%” x 11” 0r12”x12” scrap- 
book paper 

e Mod Podge (water-base sealer, glue, 
and finish for all surfaces — matte or 
gloss) 

e 1” sponge brush 

® acrylic paint to coordinate with your 
paper color (optional) 

e tacky glue 

e cutting tools (scissors, single-edge 
razor blade, or X-ACTO knife) 

e sand paper, sanding block, or sand- 
ing files for distressing paper 

e cutting board or self-healing cutting 
mat - 

e disposable foam plate, clean meat 
tray, or paint pallet 

e damp paper towel for quick cleanup 
of hands and tools 

e embellishments of your choice 

Directions: 

Prepare a good work surface by 
covering your table with paper ora vinyl 
table cover. 

Step #1 — Pour about one ounce of 
Mod Podge on your pallet or plate. Brush 
a very liberal amounton the face or front 
of your wood letter. 

Step #2 —Turn your piece of paper 
face down and apply your letter. (Note: 
lf you're using paper with a pattern — 
e€.g., Stripes — be careful to place your 
letter so that the pattern will appear the 
way you want it to.) 

Step #3—Turn yourletter and paper 
Over, and begin to smooth any wrinkles 
Out of your paper, continuing until it 
looks nice and smooth. Let it dry a few 
minutes before continuing to Step #4. 
While itis drying, you can wash out your 
sponge brush and absorb any excess 


water with a paper towel. You will use.

the brush again if you’re going to paint 
the edge of your letter. 

Step #4 —Turn your letter and paper 
face down onto your cutting surface 
(cutting board or self-healing mat). Using 
your single-edge razor blade or X-ACTO 
knife, begin trimming the paper off of the 
letter, being careful not to cut the side of 
your letter in the trimming process. 

Step #5 — Turn your letter over, 
paper-side up, and begin to sand the 
edges of your paper to get a nice, crisp 
finish. | find it best to sand from the 
paper to the back of the letter in short 
strokes, aS opposed to sanding the 
length of the edge. If any edges of the 
paper are loose, you can glue them 
down by using more of your Mod Podge 
or your tacky glue. 

lf you like, you can sand off some of 
your paper surface to give your letter a 
"distressed" look. If you have any stamp 
pads, you can use them to ink your 


paper around the edges of your letter to 


achieve an entirely different look. 
Technically, youcan call your project 
finished at this point. If you choose to 
paint your edges or add embellishments, 
continue on to the following steps. 
Step #6 — If you want to paint the 
edge of your letter, now is the time to do 
it. Be careful not to get any paint on the 
surface of your letter — unless you want 
to show a little "carelessness" in your 
work to achieve more of an accent with 
your paint. Remember: There isn’t any 
right or wrong with this project. You've 
already finished the fundamental steps; 
now, it’s all up to your imagination. 
Step #7 —Add your embellishments! 
| chose to make my letter about my best
